F. No. 1PC|4|5(590) |92—97.—Attention is invited 
to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 202(PN3j 
92-97 dated the 30th March, 1994 relating to import 
of car and automobile vehicles. In exercise of the 
powers conferred under Paragraph 16 of the Export 
and I import Policy, as amended, the Director Gene¬ 
ral of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following 
amendments in the aforesaid Public Notice 

I. The following shall be added after the words 
“any remittance of foreign exchange from T.ndia” at 
the end of Para 2(i).— 

“except in the case of Category T Importers; 
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2 . The following shall he added at the end of sub- 
paragraph (e) in respect of Categorv A importers 

“Customs authorities shall endorse on the pass¬ 
port of the importer 'Transfer of residence 
with car’ at the time of clearance of the 
car.” 

3. The existing sub-paragraph (g) in respect of 
Category I importers-—“Physically Handicapped per¬ 
sons” shall be amended to read as under ;— 

“(g) Payment for the vehicle may be remitted 
from India in Indian Rupees and (he Cus¬ 
toms duty may be paid in Indian Rupees.” 

4. The following shall be substituted in Sub-para¬ 
graph (b) in respect of Category C importers in place 
of existing description — 

“Import of one vehicle is permitted. Foreign 
national working in India shall also be per¬ 
mitted to import, his own used vehicle 
which was in his possession abroad.” 

5. The opening sentence of Paragraph 2E shall be 
substituted by the following ;—- 

“E. Companies incorporated in India having 
foreign equity participation amounting to 
not less than US doller 2,00,000.” 

6. The sub-paragraph (a) of Category E importers 
shall be substituted by the following : — 

“The Indian company may import upto three 
vehicles. Import of used cars is also permit¬ 
ted by the Indian Company provided these 
were registered in the name of the foreign 
equity holding company abroad ami in their 
possession prior to import.” 

4, The other terms and conditions as set out in 
Public Notice No. 202(PNf|92-97 dated the 30th 
March, 1994 shall remain unchanged. 

5. This issues in public interest.
